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If  you  were  a physically  challenged 
individual  how  would  you  enjoy  a picnic 
when  the  day  use  area  is  amidst  the  sand 
dunes?  How.  would  you  take  part  in  beach 
activities  with  your  family  when  the  entire 
beach  is  loose  sand?  How  would  you  get 
around  your  campsite  when  the  surface  is 
loose  gravel?  How  would  you  make  a 
phone  call  when  the  telephone  is 
surrounded  by  a small  "box-like"  booth? 

These  are  just  a few  of  the  questions 
Ranger  Bennett  asked  his  staff  at  Aspen 
Beach  Provincial  Park. 

"When  the  answer  to  all  these  questions 
came  back  as  'With  great  difficulty',  we 
knew  we  had  our  work  cut  out  for  us," 
said  Ranger  Bennett.  To  rectify  these 
problems,  a plan  was  developed  and  four 
projects  were  initiated. 

Access  to  a barrier  free  picnic  site  was 
developed  using  a fine  gravel  material 
soaked  with  a calcium  chloride  solution 
packed  to  a hard  surface  to  provide  a 
vehicle  unloading  platform,  as  well,  a 
gradual  sloping  ramp  up  the  side  of  the 
sand  dune  to  the  picnic  site,  and  access 
across  the  sand  dune  to  the  vault  toilet 
facilities.  The  picnic  site  includes  a swing, 
top  fire  pit  in  one  corner  and  a picnic  table 
with  a bench  cut  off  on  one  side  for 
wheelchair  seating. 


A hard  packed  surface  of  the  same  design 
as  the  picnic  site  is  planned  to  extend  out 
onto  the  beach  as  well.  This  project  will 
hopefully  get  off  the  ground  next  year. 

A barrier  free  campsite  consisting  of  three 
campsites  and  access  from  the  site  to 
neighboring  washrooms  were  paved  in 
Lakeview  Campground.  The  sites  are 

adjacent  to  an  already  paved  campground 
road  leading  to  the  beach  and  playground 
areas. 


In  cooperation  with  A.G.T.  the  old  style 
telephone  booths  were  replaced  with 
telephones  mounted  on  a pedestal. 


In  addition  to  these  projects,  staff  have 
kept  a lookout  for  areas  to  improve 
accessibility  for  physically  challenged 
persons.

Sorak  National  Park,  the  Alps  Ski  Resort 
and  the  site  of  the  1991  World  Boy  Scout 
Jamboree  near  the  City  of  Sokcho  in  the 
northeast  part  of  the  province.
